HERBERT APTHEKER introduced BEN DAVIS as a "fighter 
for the Negro people". 

BEN DAVIS spoke about 1h© McCarran Act, bringing 
in anecdotes about his personal experiences. He said that 
by the 19th of November, 196l, the Communist Party would 
be required to register, and by the 29th of November, I96I, 
the national leadership would be required to register. DAVIS 
identified the national leadership of the Communist Party 
as follows: 

HENRY WINSTON - National Vice-chairman 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT - National Vice-chairman 
BEN DAVIS - National Secretary 
GUS HALL - General Secretary 
JKHIL BART - National Organizer 
^-"ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN - National Chairman 

DAVIS stated that neither the Communist party nor its 
national leadership had any intention of registering. He said 
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that none of the state or local leaders of the Communist Party 
would register , , and that as far as he knows, rone of the 
individual members intended to register, 

DAVIS said that the Supreme Court decisions 
affected only- Communist action, Communist front, and Communist 
infiltrated organizations, 

DAVIS said that "The Worker" has received no 
instructions concerning the labeling of the paper 1 s mail 
wrappers, and if such instructions are received, they will 
not he carried out. Instead, he said, "The Worker" will 
he sold on street corners, 

DAVIS said that since 10/19/61, only two phases 
of the McCarran Act have been in effect - those applying 
to passports and employments • DAVIS went on to explain these 
two phases and discussed the fines and penalties for non- 
compliance with these particular sections of the law.

On 12/14/61* CG 5824-S* advised SA ALEXANDER C. 
BURLINSON as follows: ■ . 

CG 5824-S*' spent most of the day of 12/14/6 1 » ^ 
briefing GUS HALL concerning matters currently being reported 
to the Bureau by the Chicago Office under the caption "SOLO; 
IS-C." HALL mentioned the following with respect to the 
present CPUSA domestic situation: 

HALL initiated the plan to reduce the "ostensible" 
leadership of the Party, and was vigorously opposed by members 
of the top leadership and by the Party's lawyers. ELIZABETH 
GUREEY FLYNN was one of the chief supporters of HALL'S plan. 
After considerable debate at a National Board meeting, the 
issue was submitted to a subcommittee consisting of PHIL 
BART, JACK STACHEL, and JAMES ALLEN. The said committee, 
after submitting a report opposing the plan, was instructed 
to further discuss the issue and to bring back a report in 
favor of HALL's plan. The second report of the subcommittee 
was in favor of HALL's plan. 

The effect of the plan is not to abolish leadership 
activities, but rather to abolish only Party leadership 
titles. None of the leaders have resigned. Party committees 
still exist, and the work of the Party continues through the 
functioning of its various committees . With the exception 
of the CPUSA National Committee, which will not convene, the 
other committees^ with possibly one or two exceptions, will 
continue to function as heretofor. 

CP district organizations are operating under the 
same plan: Committees have been divided and sub-divided 
for security reasons,- the over-all control of such committees 
being exercised by "a co-ordinator" without other title. 
WILLIAM ALBERTSON is the "co-ordinator or person in charge" 
of New York County <. 

DOROTHY HEALEY strongly opposed HALL's plan, for 
she labored under the misapprehension that leadership functions 
were being abolished rather than mere titles. Sheinsisted

that the Party was not "kidding" anybody hy announcing that 
Party Jobs were being abolished and that leaders were re- 
signing . 

In HALL'S opinion, the government does not have 
"a good legal case/' and will not "move fast" against the 
Party. He stated that there is considerable support of the 
Party's position, and noted that many professors Iwe publicly 
protested the government's "persecution" of the Party. 

With regard to matters of current interest in the 
Party, HALL stated that he is considering removing PHIL BART • 
from his present position of CPUSA Organizational Secretary and 
giving the position to MICHAEL DAVIDOW. HALL's reason for re- 
placing BART was that because of the latter *s illness and 
general incompetence he should be removed from his position 
as CPUSA Organizational Secretary. 

HALL also stated that he still plans to make • 
ARNOLD JOHNSON head of the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship. 

HALL also noted that JIM ALIEN is temporarily 
exercising the functions of ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG . HALL 
hopes that by reason of health and age, TRACHTENBERG will 
retire. If he should, JIM ALLEN would be TRACHTENBERG ' s 
successor in all of TRACHTENBERG 1 s operations, including 
control of "International Publishers." HALL noted that 
although, before going to the hospital, recently for surgery, 
TRACHTENBERG had signed over his interests in various pro- 
jects to the Party, he is still the record owner of the 
Jefferson Book Shop. 

HALL also stated that in the near future he will 
go to the West Coast "to straighten out the trouble there." 
He said that telegrams sent by ARCHIE BROWN to KHRUSHCHEV 
with reference to nuclear tests had been endorsed by the 
District Board. He also stated that the "People's World" 
had been reorganized "to separate it from the Party and to 
make it seem somewhat anti-Soviet." HALL referred to MICKIE 
LIMA as "a weak leader." 
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With further reference to JIM ALIEN 1 s possibly 
replacing TRACHTENBERG, HALL said that he hoped that ALLEN, 
in TRACHTENBERG ! s position, would establish "closer contact 
with the Soviets." 

JAMES JACKSON, editor of "The Worker," according 
to HALL, will take a month's leave of absence about the first 
of the year to write a book on the "Negro Question."

The Supreme ' Court was to render de- 
cisions on these eases before May 1961. If the' decisions Were 
unfavorable to the CP, the present CP leadership would go to 
jail. Therefore, it is necessary to train new leadership be- 
fore May 1961 . GABOW stated that this new leadership should 
be approximately thirty years of age. 

GABOW also disclosed that on October 8, i960, the 
problem of training hew leadership for' the CPEPD was discussed 
at a District Committee, CPEPD, meeting. ' PH T-l was selected' 
for leadership training on a "trial basis'. GABOW said that she 
and THOMAS NABRIED, the District Chairman, CPEPD, would afford 
PH T-l the necessary training. 

PH T-l reported on October 20, i960, that he attended 
a District Committee, CPEPD, meeting held 'on October 19,196*0.' 
This was one of the first steps in his training indoctrination.

On January 2, 1962, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, made the 
following observations at Communist Party, United States 
of -America (CP,USA) headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, 
New York City: 

On the third floor at 23 West 26th Street, . 
Ben Davis, Phil Bart, Arnold Johnson and Marvin Markman 
were seen, 

Davis was heard to state that there is a 
committee of young people at Farleigh- Dickinson University 
in New Jersey who are trying to arrange for Davis to speak 
on the campus. To date, they have been stopped by the 
university authorities. This committee, however, is 
continuing to press for this speaking engagement and, if 
refused, will consider arranging a speaking date at a 
place off -campus. 

Bart was heard to speak at length about his 
recent operation and state he did much work by telephone 
at home and only came to CP, USA headquarters a few hours 
a day.

Bart stated that the CP, USA leadership feels 
the^-need, for some kind of national gathering to assess the 
present setup of the CP, USA and to give the CP a "shot 
in the arm,"' "They," he said, have anaidea of calling an 
"org conference" that would have the character of a 
National Committee type of gathering — a substantial body 
of CP leaders — sometime about mid-February. 

Bart also revealed that the CP is planning an 
eastern meeting and a mid-western meeting under the 
guise of a gathering on behalf of "The Worker" to 
formulate a fund drive and a press campaign,.- This 
will probably take place about the same time as the 
"org conference." 

Bart stated further that in preparation for the 
"org conference" and the east-midwest conferences, the 
,CP leadership is advising all CP districts to organise 
((here he wrote "state conferences"), to be "carefully and 
prudently" organised and to consist of top district 
leadership.

Bart revealed that during the last six months 
there has been a weakening of the CP (due to the lack of a 
precise CP organization), which is being menaced by a drift- 
ing away from the CP by members in mass organizations. 
The CP does not want these isolated members off by them- 
selves with no CP guidance or machinery. He said this 
organizational erosion is running away and Party clubs 
are disappearing. 

He said that despite the trials and prosecutions 
the CP leadership is aiming to strengthen this area of 
work and counteract this drifting away. 

Bart then spoke of a plan to increase the 
circulation of the "Mid Week Worker" by having the New 
Jersey district, for example, take five hundred copies 
a week at four cents a copy.

He said they have organized a new publication called, 
"Progressive Labor," Bart described it as a "slick, 
expensive Job" and added, "The Albanians are paying for it."

He advised that in Buffalo, there were three 
hundred fifty subscribers to "The Worker." This number 
is now thirty- five, due to the activities of Mort.Scheer. 
Scheer, he said, has a tie with the Workers World Party. 
The week after he was expelled from the CP, each CP member 
in the Buffalo area received a copy of the Workers World 
newspaper by mail. These names and addresses would be 
known by Scheer.

In view of the information which we have 
received relating to action taken by the Communist 
Party leadership in carrying out their declared 

■ purpose not to have the Party or any of its members 
register under the Internal Security Act of 1950, 
this Division has under consideration the matter 
of prosecution of certain members of the Communist 

.Party for possible violation of Title 18 U..S.C. 
371, the general conspiracy statute, and Section 2 
Title 10 U.S.C. ■ 

To aid us in our study of the possible 
utilization of these sections, it is requested 
that we be furnished with information directed 
toward the e2cistence of a conspiracy violation to 
cause the Party, the officers and the membership 
not to register or file a registration statement. 
In this connection, it would be helpful to secure . 
available evidence to prove that, meetings were 
held by Party officials wherein they discussed 
and decided upon a plan of action to evade the Act. 
In addition, we would appreciate receiving in- * 
formation disclosing that, as a result of such 
decision, specific overt acts were performed in 
the furtherance thereof. Such acts might include 
intentionally advising, encouraging, or assisting 
other conspirators not to comply with the law. 

In connection with the proof of overt 
acts, consideration should be given tD^ac.tiyj,t ,ie„S, , 




such as the issuance of Party instructions and 
directives to accomplish the conspiracy; the 
preparation and distribution of written material 
and other documents in furtherance of the- agree- 
ment; and other evidence, either circumstantial . 
or direct, which tends* to show that the leaders 
of the Party had knowledge of the conspiracy and 
with that knowledge intentionally did some act 
to further and carry on the conspiracy to evade 
the requirements of the Act, 

In order to sustain the burden of proving 
any violations of Section 2 of* Title iLi U.S.C. in 
light of the present situation, sufficient evi- 
dence must be available to prove that the subjects 
prosecuted have aided, abetted, counseled, com- 
manded, induced or procured the commission of a 
violation of Section 7(a) of the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Act by the Communist Party. 

Since the evidentiary requirements under 
Section 2 are similar in most respects with those 
necessary for conviction under Section 371 of 
Title 18 U.S.C, only one report containing the 
desired information need be prepared and furnished 
this Division. The investigative period to be 
covered by this report may be. limited to the 
period from June, 1961 to the present and confined 
to those individuals who have performed during the 
suggested period or are now performing leadership 
functions in the Communist Party.

The following activities were observed at Communist 
Party, USA, headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, NYC, on 12/8/61: 

At approximately 1:00 p.m., 12/8/61, "WILLIAM PATTERSON, 
JACK STACHSL, WILLIAM WEINSTONS, HSN DAVIS, TED BASSETT, JAMES 
JACKSON and IRVING POTASH were observed in the CPUSA Board 
Room on the third floor of CPUSA headquarters. They were over- 
heard discussing Jbhe "Worker" and the midweek "Worker," its 
circulation, and* other aspects of publication. The substantive 
content of the discussion was not learned. 

JEAN SMITH, CPUSA stenographer, was present on the 
third floor and was heard to state that GUS HALL was in 
Washington, D.C,-, at a hearing in response to a summons 
issued by United States Government dealing with the McCarran 
Act. She said that on 12/7/61, HALL had been fined in City 
Court, Yonker's, NY, for a traffic violation. 

SMITH if as observed referring to a plain .envelope which 
contained a two-page mimeographed statement by GUS HALL concern- 
ing the indictment of the Communist Party under the McCarran 
Act. She indicated that it was not accidental that the state- 
ment did not reveal the sponsor or publisher of the statement and 
that the envelope in which the statement was mailed did not 
contain a return address. (The inference here is that the use of 
a plain envelope ana the failure to list the sponsor of the 
statement was done by design to circumvent the labeling require- 
ments of the McCarran Act . ) 

SMITH was heard to state that PHIL BART had been 
released from the hospital that day (12/8/61 ) where he had under- 
gone an operation for a urinary disorder. 

At about this time (2:00 p.m.) the above-mentioned 
meeting adjourned. 

JACK STACHEL was. then heard to state that the CPUSA 
leadership was not fully aware of what wa3 happening in its

case with the United States Government over the McCarran Act. 
He said, "We 1 re here every day. . We are continuing to function 
and work." 

IRVING POTASH was heard to ask if FRANK WITKUS, a 
New Jersey CP member, had been instructed to send a delegate 
from New Jersey to the CPUSA Trade Union Commission meeting 
on Auto, to be held in Detroit, Michigan, on 12/9/61. He 
stated he had received Inquiries as to whether or not the 
New Jersey CP was sending a representative. He added that the 
Trade Union meeting would take place in Detroit, 12/9/61, as 
scheduled. 



A short time later, JAMES JACKSON and 

a "Worker" employee, were observed in the B oard Room on the second 
floor. This space is used by the "Worker". I ~~| was

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seen using the desk of ERIK BIHT and was heard to state he would 
only be using it for a few days. 

JAMES JACKSON indicated that he would speak at a meeting 
of New Jersey CP members .on 12/13/61, in Newark, New Jersey. 
He stated he would meet PAT TOOHEY, New Jersey State CP 
Chairman, at some time between 7*30 and 7:^5 p.m., on 12/13/61, 
in front of or in the lobby of the Essex House Hotel in Newark, 
New Jersey. 

On the first floor in the space occupied by the personnel 
of the "Worker," JAMES LUSTIG, Manager of the "Worker", was heard 
to state that the circulation of the midweek "Worker" was very un- 
satisfactory and that CPUSA leaders have had very serious talks 
concerning this problem. He wrote down the figure "5,000" on 
a piece of paper and said that it represented the number of 
copies -here he gestured with his hands as if indicating a 
far off object. (From this it was inferred that 5*000 copies 
of the midweek "Worker" were sent to the Soviet Union and other 
foreign"countries.) LUSTIG then wrote the figure "2,500" and 
indicated that this was the number of copies of midweek "Workers 
sold in the United States. He said that having a larger foreign 
circulation than a domestic one could prove embarrassing to 
the party and the paper. As a result of discussions on this 
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problem, the following plan was worked out. LU3TIG said that 
the NY State CP will take 3*000 of the midweek "Worker" per week 
and will pay $.04 a copy. Two cents of this money, or $60.00, 
will be returned to the NY State CP in the form of a rebate. The 
New Jersey OP, under the same plan, will take 500 copies at $.04 
a copy and will receive $10.00, or one-half of its cost, as a 
rebate. Similar arrangements will be made in all CP districts. 
In this way the midweek "Worker" can show a^higher domestic 
circulation thah"its foreign circulation. (Kow the money 
will be rebated or where it will come from was not revealed. 
However, it is believed to be merely a bookkeeping arrangement 
to show inflated circulation figures and will be a losing proposi- 
tion since the cost of publishing the midweek "Worker" is at 
least $.04 a copy.)

On January 16, 1962, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
the following information obtained at communist party, 
United states of America (CP, USA) headquarters, 23 West 
26th street, New York city,^joiwanuar^_12, 1962: 

phil Bart, CP,UsA" organizational secretary, 
stated that it "is our (CP, USA leadership) opinion and 
feeling" that the trial of the CP, USA under the jyiccarran Act 
will not take place on its scheduled date. ho said there is 
some evidence that the Government will not be fully prepared 
and will not be adverse to a continuance. Nevertheless, the 
CP, USA attorneys will seek a continuance on the grounds 
that more time is needed for the defense. 

Bart revealed that a conference of national CP 
leaders scheduled tentatively for early February, 1962, has 
not been settled as yet. The date of the conference will 
be decided when Q\xs Hall returns from a trip to the midwest 
and west coast, on his trip, Hall will determine if his 
contacts with various CP leaders will be sufficient or 
whether a CP conference will be needed. 

Bart advised that Hall is presently ill in Chicago 
and his trip to the west coast has been delayed. According 
to Bart, Hall had intended to make the trip to the west coast 
at a later date, but made it at this time to accept an invitation 
to speak at a "university" in southern California which offered 
to pay his fare and' expenses If- he would speak to an unnamed 
-student organization. This student organization first contacted 
Mickey Lima, San Francisco CP leader, who suggested itJLnyite 
Hall to speak. 1 • a***" 1.

Bart then spoke of Milt Rogen ana a number of . 
his followers, who had been expelled from the CP. He said the 
bad part of this situation is that Rosen's followers are' 
working class people and trade unionists, which weakens the 
CP in these areas. He said that Rosen still has a 
following in the CP- which has some influence among Negro 
members and people in the transportation industries. 

According to Bart, Rosen gained^.foo.t.ing. in^-the 
Negro American Labor council (NALC) by taking his "connections" 
in the NALC (acquired while in the CP) with him when he 
left the CP. Bart related that Rosen sponsored a fund raising 
affair to send delegates to the NALC convention in Chicago. 
Now, the CP has found that none of the money was used for 
that purpose. 

Bart charged Rosen with conniving with Negro 
CP and NALC members to attack the Transport workers union 
during the recent bus strike in New York City. He said 
that some fast action by the CP prevented a scandal of 
Negro workers being used to help the bus companies. 

Bart advised that in the "railroad" group (CP)* 
consisting of nine members, a unanimous vote was taken to 
support Rosen and reject his expulsion from the CP. 

Louis weinstock then stated that he has replaced 
Rosen as "industrial organizer" in the CP. weinstock 
related that this "railroad" group met on January 11, 
1962 and voted "against the party." weinstock stated that 
the loss of this club is not all that is involved. The 
CP's influence in the NALC, in transportation and among 
certain important Negro members is also of concern. 

Bart expressed concern over the situation in the 
"printing trades" section of the CP. He said one "paul" 
is head of this section and he and others are siding with 
Rosen and "causing trouble." He said that "paul" is a 
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Re j communist party, united

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Bart said he, being a member of this section, 
has taken some steps to reorganize this section to isolate 
these undesirable elements. 

Bart then denounced the Chinese and Albanians. 
He told of letters received by Elizabeth Gurley plynn and 
others from people in china, which letters appear to be part 
of a campaign These letters express "deep regret" and 
"incomprehension" about the attitude of the CP, USA leaders 
and other CP's toward the Chinese. These letters then 
presented at length what is supposed to be the true picture 
of "new china," Bart stated that these letters must have 
passed a censor, must have approval of the Chinese _ 
government, and, therefore, must be part of a campaign.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS 

A source advised on August 23, 196l, that as the 
result of a meeting of the National Executive Committee 
(NEC), Communist Party, United States of America (CPUSA), 
held on June 10-11, 1961, and other meetings of Communist 
Party (CP) functionaries concerning CP efforts to combat 
the June 5, 1961, decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding the Internal Security Act of 1950, and the 
membership provision of the Smith Act, the National Assembly 
for Democratic Rights (NADR), was organized. The NADR came 
into being in order to fulfill the need of the CP to hold a 
defense conference. 

According to the source, the NADR scheduled an 
assembly for September 23-24, 1961, at St. Nicholas Arena, 
New York, New York. A number of individuals, described 
at the NEC meeting in June, 19ol, as being characteristic 
of a national body of liberals and progressives, who should 
be approached and convinced to take the leadership in 
organizing such a national conference, were secured as 
initiating sponsors of the NADR. 

The source further advised that the NADR was 
advertised as a single action undertaking, and an office 
was opened in Room 703, 118 East 28th Street, New York 
City. JOSEPH BRANDT, a CP member was placed in charge 
of dissemination of literature for the NADR. 

A second source advised on September 23-24, 1961, 
that the NADR was held as bcheduled, and followed the general 
line of condemning the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the 
Smith Act, and called for non-enforcement of these Acts. 
Included among the speakers was BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, Jr., 
National Secretary, CPUSA. 

A third source advised on October 11, 19&1, that 
at a meeting of the CPUSA National Board held on that date, 
the future of the NADR as an organization was discussed, 
and it was indicated that the NADR would continue to 
participate in the defense activities of the CP.

The first source advised on December 13, 1961, 
that JOSEPH BRANDT stated In early December, 1961, that 
although the NADR office remains open, there are no plans 
for the future of the NADR, other than obtaining nr.mes for 
petitions calling for a reversal of the Smith Act und 
Internal Security Act of 1950. BRANDT indicated that 
the major portion of this work would be handled by the 
initiating sponsors, and that the NADR for all practical 
purposes is discontinuing.

At CPUSA headquarters In NYC the following informa- 
tion was learned from PHIL BART, organizational Secretary: • 

BART stated that a CP document entitled "State- 
ment on Communist Party Unity and the Fight Against Dis- 
rupters" is to be disseminated to each CP club and "leading 
comrade." He referred to this document as a "resolution" 
adopted by the national CP leadership. 

(This document deals -with the disruptive activities 
of MILT ROSEN and MORT SCEEER who have been expelled from the 
CP along with others in their following). 

This document according to the source links the 
ROSEN group with the Albanians and BART stated that the 
Albanians are financing the ROSEN movement. BART said that 
ROSEN and SCHEER are functioning and paid full time and that 
the cost of publishing the paper they are editing '■' Progressive 
Labor" is enormous and must be financed from "outside." 

BART was vitrolic about ROSEN, He said that six 
members have been expelled in Buffalo and five—so far— in 
New York, with more to come . He said the tragedy of the sit- 
uation is that the ROSEN followers are "industrial" people, 
workingmen, trade unionists, which weakens the official Party 
greatly in these areas. He indicated that ROSEN has many 
followers left in the Party and seems to have something of 
an influence among Negro members in Harlem and in the trans- 
portation industries. He stated that the Party has "had 
trouble" in "railroad," "transportation" (QUILL union), and 
printing trades among others over the ROSEN matter. He 
stated they have a footing in the "NALC" New York movement 
and use it as a club against the Party. 

In the Negro American Labor Council (NALC), ROSEN 
earlier had been in charge of this area of work and took 
with him all "connections" when he broke. BART said ROSEN 
had arranged a big money raising affair to finance delegates 
to the Chicago conference of the NALC, but that now they find 
not a penny of these proceeds were used for that purpose,;

BART charged ROSEN with conniving with Negro and 
NALC members to attack MIKE QUILL and the leadership of the 
WU in midst cf the recent TWO* bus strike and earlier ' subway • 
negotiations. Ke said only the Party moving fast prevented 
the scandal of the Negro workers being used to help the bus 
companies and subway operators. 

In the "railroad" group a bad situation prevails. 
This consists of 9 members and unanimously this Party club 
voted the other day to support ROSEN and reject his expulsion. 
BART said that even BERNIE KRANSDORP, brother of HERB (Dis- 
trict CP head in Pittsburgh) who is a good guy, is with ROSEN. 
BERNIE is said to work for the Erie RR in NJ but lives in NY.

On 1/25/62, NY 694-S* advised SA ALEXANDER C. 
BURLINSON as follows: - 

ISADORE WOFSY recently told the informant that he 
(WOFSY) had been delegated by the Party to obtain from MAX 
WEISS $10,000 of Party money which had been made available 
to WEISS for bail- money, and which is currently in WEISS 1 
possession. 

WEISS, upon being contacted by WOFSY in this regard, 
refused to surrender the $10,000. He and his wife SADIE ex- 
coriated the Party leadership, referring to the CP leaders as 
"a bunch of thieves." Their insulting comments regarding the 
Party itself and Party leaders reflected, in WOFSY' s opinion, 
"a deep hatred of the Party and its leaders."

WOFSY reported the result of his contact with WEISS
